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More Pilots Coming 

Bearing out the promise that more and more 
American youths are going to be trained to fly 
the B-25s that were used to raid Tokyo, the 
Liberators that are helping England’s RAF 
Crive the Nazis from the air oyer Egypt and the 
other flying sSMips that are protecting both 
coasts from an enemy assault, is the announce- 
ment that the training of British cadets will be 
transferred to air fields within the dominion. 

For more than a year British youths have 
been developed into pilots, navigators, bomb- 
ardiers at Army training centers and private 
flying schools in this country. In the future 
all except those at private schools not contem- 
plating use by the United States forces will be 
trained in dominion territory. 

This step will release many instructors, 
training ships and air fields for the exclusive 
use of the strapping young Americans who 
want to have a part in the air forces’ determi- 
nation to protect the freedom these youths love. 

America is glad she could share with her ally 
pilot training facilities. Though already speeded 
up, the pilot-training program of this country 
was far from the proportions made necessary 
by the sneak attack on December 7. The assist- 
ance given Britain has enabled her to enlarge 
training centers within the dominion and has 
enabled her to keep her air force growing. 

Now America needs ali-her training facilities 


a dilemma which may easily turn into a series 
of at least minor disasters.

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Gas Price Off Wednesday 


Gasoline price increases of 2 1-2 cents per 
gallon, to pay for increased costs of transpor- 
tation, will be removed from the retail sale of 
gasoline on Wednesday of this week, August 5.

That is, the 
government will pay the extra cost per gallon.

ECONOMY AND MR. ARNALL 
(From The Lowndes County News.) 


Governor Eugene Talmadge’s pretentions to 
an administration dedicated to “economy” was 
neatly punctured in a recent statement by Attor- 
ney General Ellis Arnall that discloses that Mr. 
Arnall is as ajert upon the subject of state 
finance as upon other phases of our government. 

Mr. Talmadge says he has money in the bank. 

He leaves the impression that this represents 
a saving. He \jendeavors to give the impression 
that he is the jgreat tax reducer. 


The simple 'truth is Mr. Talmadge has col- - 


lected from the people of this state more taxes 
in the past year than they have ever paid before, 
over $58,000,000. ._This is $12,000,000 more than 
they paid in 1940. It is the biggest load of tax- 
ation that Georgia has ever borne. 


Yet, despite the twelve million dollars extra 
taxes that Mr. Talmadge has taken from Geor- 
gians, the debts of the state remain unpaid. The 
“money in the bank” does not represent a sur- 
plus, for many debts have been deferred until 
1944. By the adroit process of issuing “debt 
certificates” that mature nearly two years from 
now, Mr. Talmadge avoids having certain obli- 
gations listed as current. ‘ 

_ There is no surplus. The position of the state 
is precisely that of an individual who puts his 
salary check in the bank month after month and 


refuses to pay his rent or his grocery bill or his ° 


water bill, and then, disregarding those accu- 
mulated debts, points to the bank balance and 
says, “Just look how much I have saved up.” If 
such a citizen means that he does not intend to 
pay his bills, then we would term him dishon- 
est. If he actually thinks that the money in the 
bank represents a savings, when he owes that 
much to his creditors, we wonder whether he 
is not just a little bit cracked. 

Actually it is a politiqal trick, an old device 
of Mr. Talmadge. He left the Highway Depart- 
ment millions of dollars.in debt when he went 
out of office at the end of 1936; yet he bragged 
about the cash “surplus” he had that year, when 
he owed far more than he had in the bank. 

Georgians can add and subtract better than 
the Governor believes. They will not be taken 
in. Mr. Talmadge is on the way out—for good.

If this is to be a condition to the second 
front, it probably will be delayed for several 
months, or perhaps the beginning of 1943, since 
it is expected to take that long before our heavy 
bomber force is built up to proper strength for 
carrying on daily massed attacks.

Army and naval intelligence have anticipated that a Japanese 
attack in Siberia would come the latter part of July or the first 
weeks in August. July has now passed without the move and the 
days immediately ahead will be watched expectantly. 

Should the Japs strike the Russians there and the Red army 
suffer further defeats on the eastern front the situation may be 
changed, of course, Under those circumstances the President and 
the Prime Minister might consider it necessary to open the new 
front at once, regardless of the sacrifice, 


POLITICAL REPERCUSSIONS But if the Russians are able 


to carry on pretty much as 
they are today, yielding ground while still keeping their army in- 
tact, the new European venture, these competent sources say, 1S 
expected to be delayed many months. To seek to open a second 
front now and fail would have the severest kind of political reper- 
cussions both here and in England. Observers do not believe that 
the Churchill govegsnment could) survive such a disaster, which 
would be another Dunkirk several-fold. 

Roth Britain and the United States have lost so many battles 
in the war so far that our military leaders are determined to make 
the European front a success once it is undertaken. Every con- 
ceivable preparation is being made to that end. But we have a 
long way to go yet before getting the necessary men and equipment 
ready. Shipping is a problem also that is yet to be met. 

I? there is any impatience on the score in the public mind, then 
the reminder should be made thAt we have only been in the war 
since last December and haven't fiad time to complete our prepara- 
tions. We have done remarkably well to have accomplished what 
we have. But more time is needed. 

As to the location of the actual invasion when it is ordered, the 
coast of France is still cited by military men as offering an over- 
whelming advantage. In the first place, because of the shorter 
distances involved it would be easier for our air forces to spread 
an umbrella of protection over the operations. Without mastery 
of the air the operation would be doomed to failure from the start. 


NAZI CONCENTRATIONS Another advantage in the same 


category would be the shorter 
water-borne distances, permitting the use of small craft and re- 
lieving to some extent the strain on ocean-going shipping. This 
would not be true, for example, if Holland or Norway were se- 
lected as the invasion point. 

Moreover, German communications lines would be more ex- 
tended if the coast of France is used. The advantage of a friendly 
population would be felt at either of the three points. 

Chief among the disadvantages offered by France is the fact 
that the Germans expect us to land there and consequently have 
made their greatest preparations in that area. Undoubtedly the 
greatest concentration of Nazi troops will be found in the coastal 
region of western France. Well-developed fortifications are sup- 
posed to have bene built for a great depth inland. 

There is another growing school of thought that holds it is 
possible to win the war without ever launching an actual invasion, 
except as a mopping-up process after Germany has been beaten 
down through the air. British Air Marshal Arthur Travers Har- 
ris is the leading exponent of this idea. He says he could wind up 
the war in 24 hours if he were able to send 20,000 hgavy bombers

The purchase was made a few months after he began his term 
of office. I know nothing of the details. He did buy the farm. 

As to queries about the facts of his attitude toward the national 
administration, those are well-known. 

He opposed the AAA, which kept the bottom from dropping 
out of agriculture. He opposed the ruling which made it manda- 
tory for the farm owner to pay a part of the benefit checks to the 
tenants on the farms. 

He bitterly opposed, in public speeches and in his personal news- 
paper, the social security law. 

He vetoed the old-age pension bill. 

He vetoed -the free school books law. 

He vetoed the seven months school law which would give te 
the rural section of the state better education. And more educa- 
tion. 

He has a hatred for President Roosevelt which verges on the 
fanatical. Back as late as 1935 Mr. Talmadge was saying in his 
paper: “His (Roosevelt's) nomination would be a great calamity 
for the nation.” (The Liberty League poured the money in to 
him.) 

As for newspapers—well, in 1935 he was charging that the 
“lying newspapers” were not being fair to him; that they were with- 
holding the news. That's old stuff. And no truer then than now. 

As for the query regarding the charges made by Ellis Arnall 
that crooks operate high in the Talmadge machine, I long ago 
learned that what a politician-on-the-run wants to do is to get a 
fight started on personalities. The names Arnall knows are avaiil- 
able on court records. One appointee was convicted three times for 
theft; another for racketeering, another for petty theft and a fourth 


is wanted for beating hotel bills. 

“NIGGER-NIGGER” In 1936, during his campaign for the 
United States senate against Senator 

Russell, Governor Talmadge, then citizen Talmadge, raised the 

Negro issue and failed to get anywhere with it.

Governor Talmadge knows that. 

He hopes some of the hard-working farm people who hear him, 
and who didn’t get a chance to go to school much in their vouth 
because the governors like him vetoed bills for seven months of 
school, don't know that the state’s constitution forbids it. He doesn’t 
want them to know he is going to scare away what little far@® 
labor is left. 

He is on the defensive. He is attacking newspapers and news- 
papermen with any charge that comes to mind. He has two reasons. 
He does so because they are against him. Secondly he hopes to de- 
tract attention from his own record and the real issues. 

No outside influences seek to run the University of Georgia. 

_He doesn’t believe that himself. He is a power-drunk politician, 
willing to smear, swear falsely, or ruin the state university if it 
will get him votes. He wants four more years in office. He will 
stoop to any depth to attain them.

MY DAY: Becoming Citizens— 


By Eleanor Roosevelt. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Friday—Yesterday evening the President 
and I actually had a meal without any guests, but immediately 
afterwards there was a meeting with the usual people waiting for 
him. This morning, Miss Thompson and I are 
taking the train for New York city, where I 
have a number of appointments in the late 
afternoon. 

Again in my mail the perennial question has 
cropped up of the method by which we induct 
aliens into citizenship. In many places, at last, 
there is recognition not only of the importance 
of the coming-of-age of American citizens, 
when they undertake the important respon- 
sibility of their first vote, but of the ceremony 
in the courts when a new citizen, who has been ae. 
a native of some other land, finally achieves his : 2 Se 
citizenship here. More and more, both of these “33252 SSN 
occasions are becoming ceremonies of real moment. I-am glad to 
see that happen, for I do not think anything should be omitted 
which impresses upon us the weight of responsibility which lies 
constantly on the shoulders of us whe are citizens of a democracy. 

This particular letter deals with a subject which covers the 
situation for the alien before he is finally accepted: “I thought I 
would write you about the painful ordeal that so many worth- 
while aliens have to go through before they may become American 
citizens. I have often heard people talk about it, but never realized 
it thoroughly until I began to apply for papers myself. It is not for 
people like myself that I plead, but for elderly people who never 
had much education, and for people who suffer from extreme ner- 
vousness, people who simply cannot retain anything théy read be- 
cause of the kind of life they have had to lead has given them no 
opportunity to use their memories or brains. It is understandable 
that the Justice Department should require everyone to take 20 les- 
sons in American history and government, and then take and pass 
a written examination. 

“That is surely an ordeal, but on top of that, many hundreds 
of people fail, because they go all to pieces when they have to an- 
swer questions in court in public. They never know the type of 
questions that may be asked, and you know how much must be 
memorized, in order to be able to answer any Questions that may 
be asked at random by the judge. : 

“Why should citizenships in a free country depend on a good 
memory? Why should more stress be put on the ability to as- 
similate the laws and history of a big country, than on the past 
record of an applicant? Only yesterday I talked to a good, kindly 
woman who-has a son serving in the British Ambulance Corps in 
Egypt, and has another son in the American Navy. She has been 
in this country 20 years, yet after attending school at great incon- 
venience last winter, she was unable to specify to the clerk at the 
immigration station the ten points in the Bill of Rights. She was 
told to go back to school again.”

a source of supply of this essential 
medicinal material, scientists re- 
ported today. : | 

The loss was disclosed by Dr. | 
‘Claude E. ZoBell, acting director 
of the Scripps Institution of 
Oceanography. 

Efforts will be made to locate| 
the agar agar producing kelp beds, 
Dr. ZoBell said, but meanwhile a 
substitute which can be manufac- 
tured in commercial quantities is 
being sought. The United States 
has been using about 600,000 
pounds of agar agar a year. It 
is needed by biological laborato- 
ries as a culture medium and is 
used also as a medicinal sub- 
stance. 

Most of the American supply 
has been coming from Japan but 
much of the raw material from 
which it was taken was harvested 
from kelp beds off southern and 
Lower California, Dr. ZoBell said. |

Japan for refinement and returned

No charges have been filed 
against Coneys. 


Mrs. Peters, 64, now in Grand 
Junction, Col., with a son, lived in 
the ghost house after her hus- 
band’s death, unaware of the man 
living under the rafters like a 
squirrel. She was hard of hear- 
ing: Mrs. Peters, who is in ill 
health, has reealled a “Ted Co- 
neys” who was a friend of the 
couple years ago. 


Sunk by Sub in 


Two Women Crew Mem- 
bers Among Eight 
Casualties. 


By The Associated Press. 
The sinking of a medium-sized 


Russian merchant ship which had 
four women among its crew was 
announced yesterday by the Navy, 
which also released an account of 
the previously reported sinking of 
the Dutch ship Flora. 

Two of the women crew mem- 
bers and six seamen aboard the 
Soviet vessel were killed in the 
encounter with the Axis sub- 
marine which occurred on July 4 
in the Gulf of Mexico. It was the 
first disclosed sinking of a Russian 
ship in the gulf area. 

The Flora’s chief engineer, G. E. 
Lazeron, and Radio Engineer Hen- 
both of New 
York, said the merchantman’s two- 
man gun crew fought a duel with 
two submarines June 17 before 
the vessel burst into flames and 
sank in the Caribbean. 


Six Shots Fired. 


The gunners fired six shots, they 
said, but the submarines riddled 
the ship with 63 shells. One crew 
member died of wounds in a life- 
boat but 33 others reached the 
South American coast in -:two 
boats. 

With the sinking of the Soviet 
vessel, announced Allied and neu- 
tral ship losses in the western At- 
lantic since Pear! Harbor reached 
408, an Associated Press compila- 
tion disclosed. 

Included in the total were nine 
United and neutral nations’ shit 
which were reported last week as 
sunk. Two other merchant ves- 
sels were damaged by torpedoes 
approximately 50 miles off the 
coast, 

32 Lives Lost. 


Thirty-two seamen lost their 
lives in the encounter with the 
undersea raiders but more than 
320 others escaped. Twenty crew 
members were reported missing. 

Survivors of the Russian ship— 
numbering two women, two Brit- 
ish gunners and 32 other seamen— 
said four torpedoes smashed into 
the vessel. All of the survivors 
were picked up by a Swedish mer- 
chantman and later transferred to 
a U. S. naval ship, which brought 
them to an east coast port. 

A woman doctor aboard the So- 
viet ship, 22-year-old Anna Vorot- 
nikova, was praised highly for 
working calmly “like a machine” 
to care for two seriously wounded 
men and several others slightly 
hurt.

With Chief Boatswain Aléxan- 
der Salus acting as_ interpreter, 
the blonde doctor told of her de- | 
cision to go to sea after she was | 
graduated two years ago from a 
medical school in Krasnodar.

Chinese Halt 
Japs’ Advance 
Near Wenchow 


U. S. Air Attack on 
Hongkong Shipping 
Is Reported. 


CHUNGKING, China, Aug. 2.— 
(?)—Chinese forces in the sea- 
board province of Chekiang have 
halted the inland advance of a 


Japanese column which landed 30 
miles below the port of Wenchow, 
the Chinese high command an- 
nounced today. 

On the United States aerial 
front in China, a communique 
from headquarters of Lieutenant 
General Stilwell said all was 
quiet. 

The Chinese said their troops in 
an action south of Lishui, 55 miles 
northwest of Wenchow, dislodged 
Japanese invaders from heights 
and repulsed an enemy counter- 
attack. 

“At present the Chinese are in 
hot pursuit of the enemy,” south 
of Lishui, the command added. 

Traffic on the Peiping-Hankow 
railroad was disrupted between 
Hankow and Sinyang by demoli- 
tion work of Chinese sappers, Chi- 
nese dispatches claimed. These re- 
ports said many bridges along a 
highway paralleling the railway

CHUNGKING, Aug. 2.—(P)— 
Japanese movements in Burma 
Suggest preparations for an ;-in- 
vasion of India, it was stated by 
intelligence service reports re- 
céived here: today. 

The Japanese, according to these 
reports, are’ moving slowly from 
Akyab, on the west coast of Bur- 
ma, in the’ direction of the Indian 
border. 

(Another indication that the 
Japanese may contemplate 
some action against India was 
contained in a dispatch from 
Bangkok broadcast by Berlin 
radio today. The dispatch said 
that Rash Behari Bose, exiled 
leader of a Japanese-spon- 
sored Indian independence 
movement, in a radio address 
warned that the “Japanese 
troops are in readiness on the 
eastern border of India.” He © 
was quoted as saying they 
could start “fresh operations 
at any moment,” but were 
waiting to see whether India 
would throw off British rule 
without Japanese intercession. 

(Last week, however, dis- 
patches from India quoted 
travelers coming from Burma 
as saying the Japanese had 
withdrawn most of the 8,000 
troops in the Chindwin valley 
in Burma adjoining the Indian 
frontier.) 

The reports telling of move- 
ments north of Akyab said the 
Japanese were carrying out “seep- 
age tactics.” Advances, it was 
stated, were being made carefully 
and new positions consolidated 
mile by mile.

Help Business 


Clubs Can Study Short- 
age of Labor Problem, 
Says Joiner. 


Plans for an economic defense 
for Georgia businessmen and man- 
ufacturers were discussed yester- 
day at a meeting of district repre 
sentatives of the Civitan Clubs of 
Georgia at the Winecoff hotel. 


At the meeting the Civitans dis 
cussed economic problems now 
facing, and soon expected to face, 
merchants and manufacturers as 
the government’s war program en- 
croaches further into private busi- 
ness enterprises. 

Virgil Joiner, of Ringgold, Ga., 
state governor, presided at the 
meeting. 

Joiner pointed out the govern- 
ment is conducting an all-out war 
program, and as merchants and 
small manufacturers are forced to 
suspend activities, the Civitang 
should give the situation care- 
ful study and have employment 
for those who are forced out of 
work. 

“For instance,” Joiner said, “the 
filling station man and his em- 
ployes are now all but out of busi- 
ness. It’s possible that the mer- 
chant in the next block is now so 
shert of help he is forced to spend 
his entire day in his place of busi- 
ness. 

“It should be the duty of each 
local Civitan Club to see.to it that 
the merchant and filling station 
operator get together so that the 
filling station man can get work 
and the merchant can be relieved 
of a part of his heavy burden. 

“There’s the problem of the 
small manufacturer who cannot 
easily convert his plant into a war 
industry. In some instances it 
might be more economical for that 
manufacturer to close up altogeth- 
er until after the war, but there’s 
the problem of his employes being 
thrown out of work. 

“It’s our duty to foresee the 
problem which might confront this 
manufacturer and aid in placing 
or training his employes in essen- 
tial war work.”
